Claim(s) 3-6, 8, 10 and 12 is/are pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 19 June 
2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 3-5, 10 and12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Okada (US 5,672,014). 
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Claims 3-5, 10 and12 are rejected on the same grounds as stated in the Office 
Action of 17 February 2006. Furthermore, the Examiner asserts that the alloys of 
Okada would inherently have the claimed temperature-time behavior because Okada 
teaches substantially the same composition as that of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP 21 12.01 II. The Examiner notes the amended feature only claims that the steel 
would be capable of forming martensite without forced cooling and not that such would 
actually occur. 

Claims 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Okada as applied to claim 12 above, and further in view of the ASM Handbook, Volume 
14, on the same grounds as stated in the Office Action of 17 February 2006. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5 June 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

First, applicant argues that none of the examples in Okita satisfy all the claimed 
ranges of C, Si, Mn, Cr, Ni and Mo. In response, the Examiner notes that the rejection 
was based on the prior art's broad disclosure and not just its preferred embodiments. 
See MPEP 2123. 

Second, applicant argues that none of the examples in Okita satisfy the claimed 
amount of Si and Mn. In response, the Examiner notes that the rejection was based on 
the prior art's broad disclosure and not just its preferred embodiments. See MPEP 
2123.
